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Louisiana Crop Progress and Condition Report 

 

   
According to the National Agricultural Statistics Service in Louisiana, there was 2.1 days suitable for fieldwork for the week 

ending Sunday, November 18, 2018. Topsoil moisture supplies were 0 percent very short, 0 percent short, 37 percent adequate, 

and 63 percent surplus. Subsoil moisture supplies were 0 percent very short, 0 percent short, 43 percent adequate, and 57 percent 

surplus. Low temperatures ranged from 31.4 degrees Fahrenheit at Homer to 42.9 degrees Fahrenheit at New Orleans. Highs 

ranged from 50.3 degrees Fahrenheit at Lake Providence to 61.0 degrees Fahrenheit at New Orleans. Moderate precipitation was 

received throughout most of the State, with the highest concentration in the northwest part of the State with an average of 3.83 

inches.

Comments from Cooperative Extension Service Parish Agents 
 

“Improved weather during last week offered better ground conditions for sugarcane harvest, tonnage reports were really good. 

Two frosty mornings last week burnt most pastures and hay fields. Livestock producers are in full swing feeding hay and 

supplements while waiting on winter grazing pastures. Hay supplies are extremely short going into winter. There were reports of 

some early crawfish being harvested.”

“Drier conditions last week allowed for limited hay harvest. Sugarcane harvest was difficult but progressing. Drier weather 

allowed for some to complete ratoon rice harvest. Some cattle ranchers were planting ryegrass late and beginning to hay and feed 

cows. Hay will be in very short supply.”

“Somewhat drier weather last week allowed for second crop rice to be harvested. Yields dropped some but not much. Some hay 

fields were cut last week as they were overdue to be cut. Most fields were still saturated and drier weather is needed.”

“Fields started drying out towards the end of last week. Sugar producers slowly began to improvements in sugar per ton with 

sunny conditions. Overall sugar tonnage per acre continued to be better than anticipated. Crawfish producers started to put out 

traps. Second crop rice harvest was winding down. Hay producers were struggling to make a final cutting. Overall hay supplies 

are short and frost burned tops of forage fields. Ryegrass producers were putting out fertilizer on cool season pastures. Cattle 

producers were putting out hay and feed supplements. Most nuts have dropped from pecan trees and harvest was winding down. 

Frost sensitive fall vegetables were damaged by frosty conditions.”

“There were finally a few days of dry weather strung together. More is needed. Cold weather brought winter’s first frost to area. 

Sugarcane harvest continued with high tonnage but lower sugar as compared to last year. Cattle producers were trying to get back
